cism recently of the spending of large 
amounts of money and time on the erec= 
tion of huts designed and located for 
winter use of experienced skiers, Per= 
haps the lack of information is respon- 
sible for most of the comments and it 
might be well for someoné to fully in- 
form the club membership. 

It has been stated that the cost of 
erecting Benson Hut was $7’, 000,This | 
seems to be an excessive sum to spend 
on a project which is usable‘by a smatt 
number of experienced skiers, 

Another objection heard‘is that ie 
location of the hut on Mt, Anderson was 
selected by winter enthusiasts and is_ 
not suitable for summér use because of 
the distance to water. Is this true? 

- If so, shouldn't the club establish a 
policy that expenditures of its limited 
funds be made on huts or shelters which 
are suitable and attractive for summer 
use so that a larger proportion of the 
club membership can enjoy them? a 

Substantial alterations are still 
required at Clair Tappaan Lodge, ‘These 
were not made during the past year, 


It has been stated that this was because | 


of diversion. of funds to the Benson 
Is this true? 

It is the understanding of the iets. 
that the lodges are supposed to be solf- 
supporting and are not to be a drain 
on club funds which are to be spent’ 
primarily for conservation purposeése 
Do Benson Hut and the other contemplated 
huts meet this requirement? 

The writer fully appreciates the a- 
mount of time spent by volunteers eae 
erecting Benson Hut and if time were 
the only consideration there could be. 
nothing but praise for those engaged 
in that project, However, it is time. 
that the club should examine its policy

| KNAPSACK KNOTES — 


: Cone Peak _ 


Cone Peak, the destination of our knap- 
sack trip on May 17 and 18, is an objec- 
tive well worth our attention. We will 
pass through all kinds of interesting 
and beautiful terrain. The mountain — 
will be approached from Santa Lucia 
Memorial Park, northeast of the peak. 
Meet at Indian Guard Station at the 
entrance of the park at 9 a.m. on Sate 
urday morning with full knapsack gear, 


We'll hike for a couple of miles along- 


side the Arroyo Seco, which is a lovely 
stream. Then we'll follow the switch- 
backs up to the crest where we will _ 
have a fine view of the ocean to the 
west. Last weekend we saw a few patches 
of snow to the west, and to the east 
we'll see the lovely and rare Santa 
tucia firs. The alpine country seen 
toward Cone Peak is beautiful, 

There are two available camps. The 
first is Cooks Camp, which is l4 miles 
from the peak in the high country, and 
the other ig Trail Springs, a beautiful 
camp, about 13 miles from the top. 

The top of the peak affords a breath-~ 
taking view in every direction. Double 
Ventana, where the Memorial Day trip is 
goiag, lies to the north, Junipero 
Serra to the east, and the ocean to the 
west. . pone: | 
Canteens will be needed in the stretch 
between where we leave the stream and | 
Cooks Camp. ; . 

All cooking must be done on camp 
stoves that are located in the Camps. 

No exceptions will be allowed. Everyone 
can cook at once ~ that's a good way to 
get acquainted!

est. The largest portion is in the 
Skinner Ridge area and was formerly 
owned by the Bishop family of Southern 
California, The other piece, the old 
Vogeler homestead, was acquired from the 
Comings family, of Carmel, who built a 
jeep road into it from the Palo Colo- 
rado Road to replace the old ridge trail. 
This property contains a small flat 
overlooking the Little Sur Canyon, and 
lies on the southeast slope of Devil's 
Peak at an elevation of about3,500 feet. 


It is about two miles west of Big Pines. 


On this flat there is a fine spring, 
several cabins and an-old orchard of 
mixed fruits, It could be developed 
into a wonderful camp ground. !
